Committee met last month to con¬ 
sider crop varieties for 1949, and 
their recommendations in circular 
form will sodn be ready for dis¬ 
tribution. Towards the end of Jan¬ 
uary this circular, “Crop Varieties 
for Alberta,” will be available 
from District Agriculturists, the 
Field Crops Branch of the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture, and 
the Department of Plant Science, 
University of Alberta. 

Reporting on the results of the 
meeting, J. E. Birdsall, Super¬ 
visor of Crop Improvement, Al¬ 
berta Department of Agriculture, 
says that of wide interest will be 
the decision of the committee to 
drop Red Bobs from, the list of re¬ 
commended varieties and to re¬ 
commend Saunders in Zones 3 and 
4. The intention of the Board of 
Grain Commissioners to degrade 
Red Bobs after August 31st, 1951 
had a direct bearing on these dec¬ 
isions. 

Kharkov has been the only win¬ 
ter wheat variety recommended in 
past years. This year it is replaced 
by Vogo in Zone 1 and shares its 
position in Zone 2 with that var¬ 
iety. In Zones 3 and 4 Kharkov re¬ 
mains the only variety recommend¬ 
ed. 

The only change in ° oat var¬ 
ieties is that Legacy, which was 
formerly recommended in all but 
Zone 1, is dropped entirerly. Farm¬ 
ers had almost entirely changed 
to other early varieties, partic¬ 
ularly Ajax and Larain. 

Among the barleys a new var¬ 
iety Compana appears for the 
first time. It is an introduction 
from the United States, was lic¬ 
ensed for sale in Canada for the 
first time in 1948 and replaces 
Newal in Zone 1. The two-rowed 
late maturing variety Sanalta was 
dropped. The early maturing var¬ 
iety Oiy. was dropped from the 
list of"varieties recommended for 
irrigated areas, and the strong 
strawed variety Titan, developed 
by the University of Alberta, is 
no longer recommended for Zone

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THATCHER IS STILL 
HOLDING ITS LEAD 

Thatcher is far and away the 
most popular wheat variety in the 
prairie provinces, now occupying 
58.4% of the wheat acreage of the 
prairies, compared with 58.2% 
last year. Marquis is in 9econd 
place now occupying 9.2% of the 


acreage, compared with 11.5% last 
year. Red Bobs comes third with 
8% of acreage, compared with 
8.8% last year. Durum is in fourth 
place with 5.5%. Regent is in fifth 
place occupying 5.3% of the acre¬ 
age. Rescue is in sixth place with 
4%. Garnet has seventh place with 
3.3%. Renown comes next, then 
Apex, then Winter wheat and last

"Thatcher dominates in Saskat¬ 
chewan, occupying 74.1% of the 
acreage. Red Bobs, which was 
first in Alberta last year with 28.7 
per cent has now been displaced 
by Thatcher occupying 29.8%.

I^ast week’s snow storm which 
covered the ground to a depth of 
eight inches was followed by a cold 
wave which lasted over the week¬ 
end, with the mercury dropping to 
25 below at times.

Canada’s most hpportant trade 
achievement of the year has been 
the increase in the value of our 
exports to the United States. Dur¬ 
ing the first ten months of 1948, 
exports to our southern neighbors 
were increased by more than $350 
million in comparison with the 
same period in 1947, and statistics 
for the full year are expected to 
show a further improvement. Over 
the same period, Canadian imports 
from the United States were re¬ 
duced by about $173'million, larg¬ 
ely as a result of the Emergency 
Import Control Program. 

Canada's dollar-saving program 
also had a constructive side, which 
is of greater long-run importance. 
Scarce materials have been direct¬ 
ed to industries whose development 
w ill save dollars and to other ex¬

may legitimately be used and manufactured In Can¬ 
ada. The decision of the Court regarding Importa¬ 
tion Is confusing since trade and import are within 
lederal jurisdiction. 

Agricultural organisations are strongly protest¬ 
ing the decision of the Supreme Court, and are talk¬ 
ing of invoking the Privy ..Council of England to give 
a ruling on whether Canadian people should be al¬ 
lowed to use oleo. The protest of the producers and 
allied agricultural branches is not based so much on 
the present situation but on the long term future of 
the dairy industry. If oleo plants a Ye set up and pro¬ 
duce a popular product they will be here to stay, and 
this eventually might prove p price-breaking compe¬ 
tition to the dairy industry in which there is such 
heavy investment 

But practically all elements that are not directly 
benefitted by high prices for farm produce have been 
waiting the day when oleo would b? made available. 
To these elements the protest of the dairy industry 
seems a “dog in the manger" attitude. Despite the 
very great shortage of butter in Canada, a shortage 
that has even penetrated the rural towns ;despite 
necessary importations from New Zealand and Den¬ 
mark, the dairy industry wants protection even 
though thd public goes without butter. Other coun¬ 
tries may have butter shortage, hut they have re¬ 
course to margarine, and at present at any rate the 
butter industry of these countries is not suffering. 

The question of butter prices has been a grave 
worry for housewives. There can be no doubt that 
present prices have reduced consumption, many fam- 
ilis finding that they must cut down to less butter 
than during the ration period of the war. A substi¬ 
tute, even thougl/ It be less appetizing for some 
uses, would be a godsend. This is not to say that the 
price for butter is relatively too high. It is high in 
comparison with, eggs or beef or shoes or dresses or 
furniture or lumber? Probably not. But it is such an 
ever present necessity, a vital part of almost every 
meal, that free use of this commodity can play havoc 
with the food bill. Little wonder that there has been 
such concerted appeal for substitute. 

And the dairy industry itself does not hold out 
any prospect that the butter scarcity is only tempor¬ 
ary. Scarcity is likely to continue Into the indeter¬ 
minate future even though butter climbed to 80 or 
85 cts. a pound. Milk production in this part of Can¬ 
ada is regarded as one of the hard ways of making 
money, and that too is undeniable. A great propor¬ 
tion of our western farmers buy their butter. 

So unless the Industry can more successfully fill 
home needs it seems scarcely justified in protesting 
any legitimate effort to provide a readily available 
substitute at cheaper price. People who can will still 
buy butter.

THE ANNUAL MEETING OF THE 


According to horticultural offic¬ 
ials of the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture, winter should be a 
season of rest for house plants. It 
should be a period of relaxation 
end an opportunity to store up 
energy for later activity. 

The resting period is naturally 
induced by the shortened days and 
lowered temperatures. With many 
plants this slowing process may be 
imperceptible, with others it is 
distinct and unmistakable. Bulbous 
plants are an instance of complete 
rest. Many house plants will cease 
N tu bloom and others will do so 
feebly. Most pf those which will 
flower- at this season have been 
conditioned or prepared for bloom¬ 
ing during the proceeding months 
of summer or autumn. 

Recognition of the above facts 
indicates the winter treatment. All 
practices wijch tend to stimulate 
growth should be held In check. 
Less water is needed, potting and 
root disturbance of any kind 
should be suspended. Fairly low 
temperatures are desirable, but 
may.be difficult to obtain/ 

The temperature of the home 
must of necessity be maintained at 
a poinf'-Tavouring th^comfort of 
the huma,n rather tliajp me plant 
inmates. It is a corteeuvative state-' 
ment that places a winter dwelling-, 
house temperature at 70 degrees. 
This is much too high Tor a groat 
many plants. It is a good growing 
temperature for warmth-loving 
plants under conditions of spring 
daylight and ample humidity. But 
the combined effects of high tern- . 
jperature, comparative darkness 
and a dry atmosphere are not fav- 
'orable to'general plant health. 

Perhaps the reasonable attitude 
to take in this respect is to main¬ 
tain a day temperature around 70 
degrees witli a drop to about 60 
degrees after retiring. To promote 
humidity, the usual evaporating 
puns on radiators and metal trays 
of gravel on window shelves to 
hold the plants will be helpful.

More than''$10,000,000 has been 
expended on Alberta highway im- 
1'irovemrents this year by the pro¬ 
vincial public works department, 
according to information received 
by the Alberta Motor Association. 

Work has had to be suspended 
on some projects owing to certain 
funds allotted for the project hav- 
been exhausted. It is assumed that 
these projects will have priority 
when the 1949 program is launch¬ 
ed. 

The department has a number 
of steel highway bridges planned 
and these will be undertaken next 
year. ^

ATOMIC SCIENTISTS INVEST¬ 
IGATE NEW NATURAL LAW 

Scientists in Britain working 
under the direction of Professor 
Blackett (who has just been 
awarded the Nobel Proze for his 
work on atomic energy) believe 
that they have discovered an im¬ 
portant new law of nature. 

Tests have bee® conducted under¬ 
ground both in South Africa and 
in Britain. The object has been to 
ascertain whether the magnetism 
oP the earth increases or decreases 
at lower levels. A team of students 
from Manchester University, where 
Blackett is Professor of Physics, 
have been working in Britain's 
deepest coal mine. 

Experiments in South African 
gold mines have suggested that 
the magnetism may come from the 
earth's crust and not from its 
centre. Those carried out in Brit¬ 
ain some 4,000 feet below ground 
also indicate that the magnetism 
decreases in proportion to the 
distance beneath the earth’s sur¬ 
face.

The Greatest Value

(By R. J. Needham in Calgary 
Herald)— 

It is our strongly-held opinion 
that the taxpayer is sending far 
too much tax money to Ottawa, 
and not half enough to his prov¬ 
ince and municipality. We would 
like to see Alberta as a province, 
and Calgary, as a city, get two 
and three times as much tax money 
as they are getting right now And 
we would like to see Ottawa get 
correspondingly less. 

Take the hypothetical case of a 
man living here in Calgary, mak¬ 
ing $5,000 a year. If he is married 
with two children, he pays-Income 
tax to the federal gowrnment at 
the rate of $630 a year. Add on his 
indirect federal taxes, and you will 
find he is paying the fedeal gov¬ 
ernment $1,000 a year, at the very 
least. 

Compare thht with what he pays 
for civic government. The' kind of 
house owned by a Calgarian mak¬ 
ing $5,000 a year, would not be 
taxpd at higher than $200. 

is national gowrnment five 
times as important as civic gov¬ 
ernment? We don’t think so. We 
would say, if anything, that civic 
government was five times; as im¬ 
portant as national government. 

It is not quite so easy to figure 
these things on a provincial basis. 
However,-provincial revenue Is now 
running a? the rate of $45,000,000, 


which means that every Albertan 
pays Edmonton $50 a year. Our 
$5,000-a-year man, with his three 
dependents, is presumably paying 
provicial taxes at the rate of $200 
a year—let us call it $300, since he 
is better off than most. 

We’d like tq see some kind of 
grassroots revolution in Canada. 
The purpose would be to restore 
municipal government as the most 
important kind of governmenMnd 
provincial goverment as the next 
important kind. National govern¬ 
ment is necessary, yes; but it 
shouldn’t be allowed to dominate 
the whole show, and take the lloh's 
share of the tax money. The time 
has come, say we, to trim down the 
federal government and to build up 
our civic and provincial govern¬ 
ments instead. They, not the ab¬ 
sentee landlords of Ottawa should 
have first claim on our hearts and 
our pursestrings.

MOTOR ACCIDENTS ON IN- 
CREACE IN ALBERTA 

Motor accidents in Alberta are 
cn the increase, according to of- 
licials of the Alberta Motor Assoc¬ 
iation. 

In eight months ended November 
30, there were 4,538 of these ac¬ 
cidents, compared %-ith 3,965 in 
the similar period of last year or 
a gain of 573 this year, says a re¬ 
port by the provincial secretary’s 
department. 

Fatal motor accidents also have 
shown an alarming gain, 55 this 
year as against .38 in the period 
from April 1 to November 30 of 
last year. 

Number of persons killed in 
motor vehicle acpidenta in the eight 
months' period was 59 or 13 more 
than at this time a year ago. Num¬ 
ber of fatalities exceeds accidents 
owing to more then one death In 
some instances. 

The alarming increase in ac¬ 
cidents is aserbed in part to a 
greater number of cars on the 
highways. Also, many old cars with 
defective equipment have been in 
operation.

Crop yield reduction by weeds 


evident from these figures that 
weeds do use water. With a limi¬ 
ted water supply, it is obvious that 
weeds will reduce the amount of 
water available for use by crop 
plants, with a consequent reduction 
in crop yield. 

Any means taken to reduce weed 
infestation before the c/op is seed¬ 
ed will help to increase the amount 
of water available for the crop. 
Should the weed infestation per¬ 
sist after the crop is seeded and 
be of serious proportion, 'the use 
of a selective weed killer such as 
2,4-D is worthy of consideration. 
For information regarding the use 
of 2,4-D contact your District 
Agriculturist or the Dominion Ex¬ 
perimental Station, Lethbridge.

WATCH FOR MOTHS, 

Carpet beetles, as their name im¬ 
plies, and as many a Canadian 
housewife knows, are notorious for 
the damage they do to carpets. 
They also attack other materials 
of animal origin and are often as¬ 
sociated with clothes mqths in 
their ravages to clothing and var¬ 
ious household fabrics. 

The methods for controlling 
clothes moths are also effective in 
combating carpet beetles, but con¬ 
stant vigilance is. needed. Even 
though precautions are taken to 
store away articles used only oc¬ 
casionally. those which are in more 
general use should be inspected 
und brushed at frequent intervals 
particularly, but not only, during 
the warm months of the.year. 
Naphthalene flakes or paradichlor- 
benzene scattered in cloths closets 
or suspended in small bags is a 
wise precaution. 

Frequent use of a vacuum clean¬ 
er on carpets and upholstered fur¬ 
niture and other articles suspected 
of injury is a great aid in control¬ 
ling carpet beetles. When carpets or 
rugs are suspected of being Infest¬ 
ed they should be thoroughly 
cleaned on both sides with a vac¬ 
uum cleaner. Cleaners and their 
attachments may be used for re¬ 
moving lint from such places as 
floor cracks, behind baseboards and 
the airshhfts of h->ating equipment.
